In ail thoro have been eightcon 
deaths and sixty-five wounded, which have 
been cared for in hospitals, while twen 
others of tha injnrod recoived attontion-at 
their homes forcases of plight c ntusions or 
other injuries received in street fighting. 
Tho greater portion of “the. victims are 
Jows. Of these fourteen wezo-killed, ono 
of the sixty-two taken to tho” hospitsls 
dying of his injuries’ "Pwo Christians 
wore killed and ope was mortally wounded, 
dying in a hospital yun 


Among the killed was I’vlico Lieutenant - 


Kuzireff, who was shot twice in the baek 
on Sunday afternoon as ho emerged from 
the door of a restaurant. Tho murderer, 
« Christian named Siedorhuk, was arrested 
and many other disorderly characters and 
agitators huve veen juiled, 

To-day business waa generally resumed 
‘in all shops, both of Jews and Christian, 
and the greater part of them are alo lunger 
Warricuded. The city and suburbs aro 
being constantly patrolled, and detach. 
ments of cavalry have been sent to soveral 
adjoining -villages where peasants have 
threstenel rovolt. Reports had been cir- 
culated among the Christian peasaiitry that 


an armed band of Jews has baen gathering {. 


at Vordached, u Hebrew village, for an 
attack on ‘Croyanofl, aud Christinus hasten- 
ed in throngs to the defence of the supe 
posed threatened hamlet. Other rumours 
of impendi ig acke on Sows caused Jews 
to gather for mutual protection, and rome 
of the bolder, hearing an unfounded report 
that Jow-baiting had been resumed hore, 
secured their arms and hastened towards 
this town to defenés their op: religionists.
